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SUPERANNUATION PLAN 


This report commences with a description of the main provisions of the Act. 
It is the practice to include this section for the benefit of new members and 
others who are interested in such a description. The report is designed to 
provide, through the use of tables, both comparative statistics and isolated 
Statistics for the Fiscal Year 1985-86. 


The Public Service Superannuation Act applies, with few exceptions, to public 
servants eighteen years of age and over engaged in employment of a full-time 
continuous nature. The Superannuation Account is operated in accordance with 
principles of funding closely resembling those generally accepted for 
employer-employee pension plans. The Government as employer assumes the cost 
of benefits in excess of contributions received from employees and thus, in 
addition to statutory contributions equal to those of the employees, is 
required to make up any deficits due to experience factors that turn out 
differently from the assumptions used in the most recent periodic actuarial 
examination of the Superannuation Account. As custodian, the Government also 
credits the Account with interest. Interest rates earned by the Account are 
determined in accordance with regulations. 


CONTRIBUTION RATES 


Employees contribute 6.5 percent of salary, minus the contributions required 
by the Canada/Quebec Pension Plan. As required by Part III of the Act, 
employees contribute an additional 1 percent of salary to the Supplementary 
Retirement Benefits Account which is operated pursuant to the Supplementary 
Retirement Benefits Act (SRBA). These contributions are matched by equal 
amounts from the employer. In accordance with the SRBA, pension increases to 
former contributors or their dependants are charged to this Account to the 
extent that funds have been accumulated in respect of individual former 
contributors. Further information on the Supplementary Retirement Benefits 
Act can be found in the Annual Report on that Act. 


BENEFITS 


Contributor Benefits 


The annual pension, whether an immediate annuity or deferred annuity, is 
calculated at 2 percent of the contributor's average salary over that period 
of six consecutive years during which his salary is highest multiplied by his 
years of pensionable service to a maximum of thirty-five. 


With certain minor exceptions, a contributor must have five years of 
pensionable service to be entitled to an annuity type of benefit. Normally i og 
he has less than five years of pensionable service, his only benefit is a 
return of contributions with interest. 


The normal retirement age upon which an immediate annuity becomes payable is 
sixty but in 1971 the legislation was amended to permit contributors to retire 
at age fifty-five and receive an immediate annuity providing they have at 
least thirty years of pensionable service. 


Any annuity type of benefit to which a contributor is entitled is subject to 
an adjustment in respect of contributory service after January 1, 1966, when 
the annuitant reaches the age or state of health that a benefit under the 
Canada Pension Plan or Quebec Pension Plan would be payable. 


A summary of the benefits available to contributors who retire prior to age 
sixty is as follows: 


Return of Contributions - This benefit is available to all contributors who 
retire prior to age sixty but does not include contributions for service after 
September 30, 1967, if the contributor has ten or more years of pensionable 
service and is age forty-five or over. The latter contributions are retained 
for an annuity type of benefit. Since December 20, 1975 contributors who 
cease to be employed in the Public Service have been eligible to receive 
4 percent interest compounded annually on their accumulated contributions up 
to December 31, 1973 and on each year's contributions since that date. 


Deferred Annuity - This benefit is available to persons who retire prior to 
age sixty and have at least five years of pensionable service or meet certain 
other conditions. It becomes payable at age sixty. 


Annual Allowance - This benefit is available to contributors who retire prior 
to age sixty having at least five years of pensionable service. 


It is payable from the date on which the employee chooses the allowance, 
ceases to be employed or reaches age fifty, whichever is later. An annual 
allowance is a deferred annuity reduced to take into account the early 
payment, but this reduction may be waived by the Treasury Board where the 
person does not retire voluntarily, is at least fifty-five years of age, and 
has ten years of service. 


Cash Termination Allowance - This benefit is available to contributors who 
retire on account of disability prior to age sixty providing they have at 
least five years of pensionable service or meet certain other conditions. Lt 
is a lump sum payment equal to one month's pay for each year of pensionable 
service (subject to a reduction on account of the Canada/Quebec Pension Plan) 
and excluding service after September 30, 1967 if the person is age 45 or over 
and has at least ten years of pensionable service to his credit. The service 
so excluded will provide an immediate annuity. 


Immediate Annuity - As mentioned above, this benefit is payable to 
contributors who retire at the age of 55 or over but prior to reaching age 60 
and who have thirty or more years of pensionable service. tt. is: aiso 


available to contributors who retire on account of disability prior to age 60 
providing they have at least five years of pensionable service or meet certain 
other conditions. 


Survivor Benefits 


Prior to December 20, 1975, there had been a distinction made between the 
benefits payable to survivors of male and female contributors. With the 
increase in female contribution rates to 6.5 percent the widower of a female 
contributor is now entitled to the same monthly pension benefit, if the female 
contributor was employed on or after December 20, 1975. The widow(er)'s 
allowance is ordinarily one-half of the contributor's full basic annuity 
calculated in accordance with the 2 percent formula outlined above. Each 
eligible child is entitled to one-fifth of the widow(er)'s allowance or in the 
case of an orphan, each child receives two-fifths of the widow(er)'s 
allowance. The total amount paid in respect of children cannot exceed four- 
fifths of the widow(er)'s allowance or eight-fifths in the case of orphans. 
Where there are more than 4 children involved the total allowance payable may 
be apportioned at the Minister's discretion among all eligible children. No 
reductions are made because of the integration of the Public Service 
Superannuation Act with the Canada Pension Plan or the Quebec Pension Plan. 


A minimum benefit is payable in respect of those who have been required to 
contribute to the Superannuation Account since December 20, 1975 and who, at 
the time of death are, or would have been, entitled to an annuity type 
benefit. This minimum benefit is determined where there are no survivors to 
whom an annuity can be paid, or where the survivors' pensions are no longer 
payable. The minimum benefit is equal to the greater of: 


a) 5 years basic pension entitlement, or 


b) the return of superannuation contributions with interest calculated 
to retirement date 


MINUS 
o) any amounts already paid under Part I of the Act. 
The minimum benefit is paid in a lump sum to the beneficiary named for 
purposes of the Supplementary Death Benefit. Should the beneficiary not 


survive the contributor, or if one is not designated, the payment will 
normally be made to the contributor's estate. 


PORTABILITY OF PENSION BENEFITS 


The Public Service Superannuation Act provides for the transferability of 
certain pension credits in three ways: through elective service provisions, 
through reciprocal transfer agreements, and through the transfer of monies 
from the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Superannuation Account, and the Members of Parliament Retiring 
Allowances Account to the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Reciprocal transfer agreements are agreements between the Government of Canada 
and other employers whereby an employee may have his superannuation 
contributions, plus the matching employer contributions and interest in 
respect of immediately prior service with one employer, transferred either 
from the Federal Government to another employer or vice-versa. The Minister 
may enter into a reciprocal transfer agreement with an employer whose 
established superannuation or pension fund or plan has been approved by the 
Minister for the purposes of the Act. During the year the Minister entered 
into 8 such agreements with approved employers. Pages 12 to 18 list the 162 
reciprocal transfer agreements as of March 31, 1986. 


Apart from the reciprocal transfer agreements, an employee may elect to 
augment his pensionable service by electing to pay for periods of pensionable 
service with employers other than the Federal Government. 


Former contributors to the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Account, or the Members of Parliament 
Retiring Allowances Account may increase their periods of pensionable service 
under the Public Service Superannuation Act by availing themselves of the 
opportunity to transfer their monies to the Public Service Superannuation 
Account from the accounts to which they formerly contributed. 


Since September 30, 1967, the Public Service Superannuation Act has contained 
a provision whereby a contributor who leaves the Public Service after 
attaining age forty-five with ten or more years of pensionable service 
automatically becomes entitled to a pension benefit. Thatitis, «contributions 
for service after that date cannot be withdrawn. Instead they must remain 
"locked-in" the Superannuation Account to provide a benefit under the Public 
Service Superannuation Act, or be transferred to another pension plan pursuant 
to a reciprocal transfer agreement as described above or to the Canadian 
Forces Superannuation Account or Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation 
Account. This provision is in keeping with the Pension Benefits Standards 
Act, and with similar legislation enacted by a number of the provinces. 


MEMBERSHIP 


In the course of the year, 24,770 employees became contributors while 27,552 
employees ceased to contribute, resulting in a decrease of 3,470 contributors. 


As at March 31, 1986 there were 317,886 contributors under the Public Service 
Superannuation Act. 


ANNUITIES 


During 1985-86, 7,383 immediate annuities, 329 deferred annuities and 1,492 
annual allowances became payable. Also, 2,545 spouses allowances, 308 
Children's allowances, and 469 allowances to children between the age of 
eighteen and twenty-five in continuous full-time attendance at a school or 
university became payable. As at March 31, 1986, there were 147,889 persons 
receiving pension benefits out of the Superannuation Account. These include 
107,135 former employees, 37,300 spouses, 1,850 children, and 1,604 students. 


The average annuity which became payable to former contributors was $13,009, 
including those based only on "locked-in" service. Spouses received an 
average allowance of $3,262 and children and students, $865. The chart on the 
next page illustrates how the average annuity increases with the increase in 
an individual's number of years of pensionable service. 


SUPERANNUATION ACCOUNT 


As indicated on page 1, the Government matches employee contributions, pays 
interest quarterly on the balance in the account and assumes the 
responsibility for liabilities which the regular employer-employee 
contributions and interest do not cover. 


A policy was introduced in the 1964-65 fiscal year whereby actuarial 
deficiencies arising out of pay increases in the preceding year were to be 
amortized over a five-year period commencing in 1964-65, and those arising out 
of pay increases authorized in 1964-65 and subsequent years were to be 
amortized over a five-year period commencing in the year in which the increase 
is authorized. The unamortized balances of these deficiencies are referred to 
as deferred charges.

Interest earned by the Superannuation Account is calculated on the last day of 
each quarter in the fiscal year at a rate which changes every three months as 
if the amounts not required for payment of benefits in each quarter had been 
invested since the Account started in 1924, on a basis similar to that applied 
under the Canada Pension Plan, and as if these amounts were re-invested at 
Current rates every 20 years. The rate used for the Account as a whole is the 
weighted average rate for the amounts so invested in respect of each quarter. 
At present the Canada Pension Plan rate is equal to the average yield on 
Government of Canada Bonds with 20 or more years to maturity. 


The actual interest rates in this fiscal year therefore were: quarter ending 
June 30, 1985, 2.677%; September 30, 1985, 2.6872%; December 31, 1985, 2.6912% 
and March 31, 1986, 2.693%. Interest earned by the excess of the quarterly 
interest rate over 1.59% was applied to reduce the annual amortization costs 
mentioned above. 


INCOME 


Income for the year included $524.1 million in employee contributions. The 
Federal Government contributed $391.0 million to match employee contributions 
in the previous year while the Crown Corporation's matching contributions 
amounted to $121.6 million. The amounts transferred from other pension funds 
to the Superannuation Account amounted to $9.7 million. There was no 
actuarial liability credit required as a result of salary revisions in 1985- 
86. Total income for the year including interest was $3,039 million. 


The basic quarterly interest rate of 1.59% produced $1,323 million in interest 
which was credited to the Account. Interest earned by the quarterly interest 
rates in excess of 1.59% amounted to $913.1 million. $243.7 million of this 
excess interest was applied against an amortization payment of $243.7 million 
which was equal to one fifth of the actuarial deficiencies for 1985-86 and the 
four previous fiscal years. The remaining $669.4 million of excess interest 
was credited to the account. Net amortization costs were $0 million. 


EXPENDITURE 


Expenditure included $730.3 million in annuities, $378,661 in cash termination 
allowances and $9.1 million in residual amounts. Refunds of contributions 
amounted to $63.1 million, while transfers to other pension funds amounted to 
$3.4 million. The total expenditure for the year amounted to $804.6 million.

NOTES: 


a) i) Actuarial liability adjustments for the additional amount required 
to meet the cost of the benefits payable under the Act are made each 
year aS a result of salary increases and periodically as a result of 
an actuarial report. These adjustments are amortized over a period 
of five years commencing with the fiscal year in which the 
adjustment is made. No adjustment was required in 1985-86. 


ii) The account earns interest at a rate related to the weighted average 
return on Government of Canada Bonds having 20 or more years to 
maturity. The Act provides that the amount by which interest 
Calculated at this rate exceeds the amount of interest calculated at 
the rate assumed in the latest actuarial report may be used to 
reduce the amortization of actuarial deficiencies. During 1985-86 
the additional interest amounted to $913.1 million ($ 762.1 million 
in 1985-86) and was charged to interest on the Public Debt. $ 243.7 
million was credited to the annual amortization charge for 
actuarial deficiencies and $ 669.4 million was credited to account. 


SUPPLEMENTARY DEATH BENEFIT PLAN 


The Supplementary Death Benefit (SDB) Plan (Part II of the Public Service 
Superannuation Act) provides a lump sum benefit on the death of the 
Participant. This plan is applicable to most employees of the Public Service 
and with minor exceptions coverage under the plan can be continued after 
retirement. This benefit is payable to the designated beneficiary, the spouse 
or the estate depending upon the circumstances. 


Coverage under the plan is equal to the salary of the participant or the 
nearest multiple of $250 above it subject to a yearly reduction after age 
sixty to certain minimums or to zero depending on the type of participation. 


The reduction in coverage is one-tenth for each year that the age of the 
participant exceeds sixty but while he is employed his coverage is never less 
than the nearest multiple of $250 which equals one-sixth of his rate of salary 
or $500, whichever is the greater. If he continues as a participant after 
retirement his coverage is never reduced below $500 for life provided he is in 
receipt of an immediate annuity, but otherwise it disappears at age seventy. 


Contributions under the plan, while a person is employed or is in receipt of 
an immediate annuity, are 10 cents a month for each $250 of coverage but with 
minor exceptions, when such a person reaches age sixty-five, he no longer pays 
contributions on $500 of his coverage. Instead the government makes a single 
premium payment on his behalf for $500 life-time coverage. 


Other retired persons who continue their participation in the plan pay 


premiums at commercial rates. They have no "free" coverage and their coverage 
reduces to zero at age 70. 


MEMBERSHIP 
As at March 31, 1986 there were 312,760 participants employed in the Public 


Service and 83,978 retired elective participants in the Supplementary Death 
Benefit Plan. 


BENEFITS 


During the year 3,722 death benefits were paid from the Public Service Death 
Benefit Account. 
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PUBLIC SERVICE DEATH BENEFIT ACCOUNT INCOME 


The income of the Public Service Death Benefit Account included $47.8 million 
for employee contributions, $9.4 million for Federal Government and Crown 
Corporation contributions. and. $30.3, mil Lich tome. sncerecu. The total income 
for the year amounted to $87.4 million. 


EXPENDITURE 


Expenditures from the Public Service Death Benefit Account are $33.2 million 
for benefits paid.
